The developments of the
next few yeura will open the way, de-
termine the necessity and clearly point out
the line of action.

Clroumstances alter casos,
Different local conditions of the political
body require different treatment. Whatever
muy be thought of fuslon in other states,
anid whatever may have been it results,
we know that in Nebraska It has accom-
plished great good. Nelther party alone
could have carrled the state, The two
parties here were working on simillar lines,
Bryan democracy and populism are suff)-
clently agreed on general prineiples to war-
rant a union of the two forces, so that
whatever we maoy think of the party leaders
in the east apd however much we may
distrust our ablility to longer work together
nationally, we are warranted by past ex-
perlence, present conditions  and  future
progpects In eontinuing the alllance in Ne-
braska. It Is sald that frietlon alwave
resulta from a division of oMces and the
haldiug of separate copventlons., But can
anyone point to an Instance wherein there
has been greater friction In any of our
double or triple conventions than has been
brought about by the warring factions in
i single republicapn convention?® By a unton
of forces we routed the corrupt gang that
hud disgraced and robbed our falr common-
wenlth, but by deception and the free use
of money the same gang has again got
control at Lincoln. It bebooves us, thore-
fore, to continue the same methods by
which we routed them before and place
the state bhack where [t belongs—in the fu-
slon ranks We make no sacrifice of princl-
ple In this matter. There is not today as
great w divergenca of opinjon betweon
Bryunism and populism as there s het weoen
the different factionm of the republican
party It one of those factions can oan-
slitontly vore for the suceessful candidste
of the other faction, then the different
fuslon forees can unitedly vyote for the
nomines of elther force without any in-

I fact.

These can he no guestion about the In-
Jurlous effects of this practice. If a man
foels that he wants a dreink, and can go
inte a rnloon and take one drink guietly
and go about his business, that la his own
business,  Hut, If there f8 o crowd in the
saloon and he feelw that he ought to agk
them to drink with him, it will almest
invariably happen that he will epend more
monoy than he ntepded and drink more
than is good for him. A man of s#oclal and
liberal vature and habits can hardly resist
an Invitatlon to drink with a friend, and
then he feels bound to reciprocate.  Then
hoe will pay for two or more drinks whon
he may not he able to stand the expense,
and will drink two or more, when one Is
all that he wants and more than may he
good for him,

It is useless to argue that a man (8 under
no obligation ta trest or to drink with oth-
ers unless he wishes, and the argument |s
true in the abstract, bur will not always
hold good in practice. If several friends
fAare standing At the same counter or seatod
nat the same table each one would feel moan
If he ordered a drink without Inviting the
others to drink with him, and if they com-
plied, he would be expected to drink with
all of them In turn. If he escaped golng
home with a jag on him,. he would at lenst
be more money out of pocket than he could
aftord.

After all, what reason I8 there for the
habit? If a man goes Intn a restaurant
und orders his dinner, he I8 not expectod
to Invite wll others who may he present
to eat at his eéxpense, nor s he expoected
to eat & dinner with each friend who muay
be present.  The treating habit may not be
peculiar to this country, but |t i doubt-
lens carrled 1o a greater extreme here than
nuywhere elge, and If it ean be bhrought
Into general Alsrepute, 1t will e & boon to
many who practies It aguinst thelr wills
and thelr hetter Judgment.
